It appeared 
evident at least to some of the audience, that it 
has proved valuable only for the growth,extension, 
and perpetuation of Slavery. None of the Union- 
saviours who vouchsafed their presence at the 
meetinzs, could be induced to utter one word in 
defence of their idolized institution. At the close 
of our last meeting, I obtained five new subscrib- 
ers to tho Bugle, besides a donation of about seven 
dollars, which will he found acknowledged else- 
where. If every meeting of the size of the one 
of which I speak would do as liberally, our sub- 
scription list would be most encouragirgly aug. 
mented, and the Western Anti-Slavery Society 
might renew the work of agitation through iss 
agents, with anwonted vigor and success.

DEATH OF PROBABLY THE LAST PENN. 
SYLVANIA SLAVE. 


From the Pittsburgh Chronicle. 








Most of our readers intimate with the family of 
Mr. Allen Brown, formerly proprietor of the Ex- 
change Hotel, now the St. Clair, and of Brown’s 
Hotei, on Smithfield street, will reccllect an old 
negress who walked about the house as if she) 
were its mistress, her gaunt and attenuated figure 
hetokening her as belonging to another generation. 
As simply Judy Witliams she was known to 
almost every one—her extreme old age and inter- 
esting anecdotes of men and days which have long 
since passed away, rendering her an object of no 
little interest. Judy is dead. After a pilgrim- 
age of one hundred and five years in this ‘world 
of wo,” she quietly “shuffled off this mortal coil,’’ 
and to day her remains—what was left of her after 
the wear and tear of a century—were consigned 
to their last resting place, the Allegheny Cem- 
etery. 

Judy was born in the vicinity of Philadelphia 

in the year 1752, precisely one hundred and five 
years ago. At that early day Slavery existed in 
Pennsylvania, as it dues now in the South, and 
Judy, being a woman of color and the daughtor of 
a slave, was brought upas such in the house of | 
a Mr. Pressley who resided in Philadelphia, She: 
was subsequently sold to a Mr. Stencbox,a wealthy | 
man residing in the neighborhood of that city, and 
from him John Brown, father of Alien Brown, 
and grandfather of the Rev. Mr. J. G. Brown, 
pastor of the Associate Reformed Church on 
Diamond street, bought herin 1770. Mr Brown 
then resided at a point called New Alexandria, 
in Huntingdon County, and thither Judy was 
taken. 
In the year 1800 Mr. Brown and his wife Eliz- 
abeth removed to this county, and took up their 
abode on the well-known “Pumpkin Patch Farm,” 
jin Plum township, which Mr. B. had purchased 
some six years before. Pittsburgh had scarcely 
an existence then, and outsice of a few settled 
districts here and there, Western Pennsylvania 
was but little better than a wilderness. Judy 
accompanied Mr. Brown, and from that time antil 
her death, which took place yesterday, she has 
remained in the Brown family. 

In 1813 Mr. Brown gave her her freedom. She 
was then active and tigorous, and continued so 
until 1839, when she gradually commenced fai!ing, | 
and although her memory continued good, and all 
her faculties remained in the best order, she was 
incapable of physical labor since, and fived on the 
bounty of Mr. Allen Brown, whom she had 
nursed, and who, up to the hour of her death, 
treated her with the greatest attention and 
kindness. 

Judy had a thorough contempt for all of her 
own color, and a very poor opinion of the honesty 
of colored folks in general. This probably arose 
from the fact that one year after her purchase by 
Mr. Brown she became the wife of an Englishman 
named John Ralph, whom Mr. B. took into his 
employ under the now-forgotten, but then well- 
known “Redemption” usage. They had three 
children, all of whom are dead several years. 

It was while Major Andre was under arrest that 
she saw him, being hired in the family at whose

They learn no wis- 
dom by experience, seek no truer position; but 
their consciences, seared by complicity with crime 
and their moral vision distorted by a false position, 
they become infatuated; and plunge madly on in a 
eourse which leads to inevitable natiohal ruin. 

We write thus, while the impression of a meet- 
ing we recently attended is still pressing our heart 
with sorrow, and almost despair of all salvation 
by truth and love; awakening in us fearful appre- 
hension of an ineyitable retribution of bluod for 


number of the more radical and uncompro- 
mising abolitionists, who are exerting their in- 
fluence in clevating the standard of anti-slavery 
toa more consistent and honorable position: and 
thus most effectually disseminating anti-slavery 
truth among the masses. 

During the week J visited Little’s Corners, the 
residence of Juhn F. Sslby, formerly an agent of 
our Society, but who has been compeiled to retire 
from the field, to seek in the prosecution of other 
business, that ample reward of his labore which 
the necessities of his family demand, and which 
abolitionists failed to render him for his labors in 
their bebalf. This is the more to be regretted in 
this dearth of anti-slavery workers, inasmuch as I 
find in passing over the fie'd of Mr. Selby’s 
labors, that their fruits prove him a workman that 
has no need to be ashamed. Indeed I think 
many places in North Western Pennsylvania are 
more indebted to his labors for their present anti- 
slayery position, than to those of any other man. 
Thus does the parsimony of abolitionists defeat 
their purpose of extending their principles andj 
nfstening the day of their final triumph. After 
referring to this occasion of Mr. Selbys withdrawal 
from tho public anti-slavery field, it is but justice :
